Yesterday's elections 
gave 230 to the Nazis, 133 to the 
Socialists, 89 to the Communists, 7 
to the Populists, 4 to the Christian 
Socialists, 2 to the economic party, 
2 to the Agricultural Alliance, 2 to 
the Farmers Federation, 2 to the 
State’s party, and 2 to the Farmers 
party.
